REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow.

Rejections under 35 USC 112 

Claims 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. Applicant does not concede that this rejection is 
proper. However, in the interest of expedience, claims 22 and 24 have been cancelled, thereby 
obviating this issue. Applicant notes that the cancellation of claims 22 and 24 have no bearing 
on their ultimate patentability. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the subject matter of 
cancelled claims 22 and 24, e.g., in a continuing application. 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance.
